I'tTort  must  cuntrilnitf. 

As  nuans  t<>  tlii'sc  mils,  tlie  University  utTirs  to  cviry  resident  of 
liritisli  rohind)ia.  .it  a  minimum  of  expense,  opportunity  for  acipiiriny; 
a  tiiorou^di  (ducation  in  the  liberal  arts,  and  praetieal  traininj;  speciti- 
eally  adapted  to  the  rei|uirements.  eonditioiis.  and  resources  of  the 
Province.  It  not  only  tinilertakes  to  furnish  instruction  in  the  various 
liranclies  of  a  liberal  education,  hut  to  relate  that  education.  throii).jh  its 
technical  departmc-ts.  to  the  life,  industry,  and  development  of  I'.ritish 
(.'ohimhia.  I'urlher.  it  aims  to  vitalize  its  teaching  liy  contrihutiny;  its 
share  to  the  general  adxancement  of  kiiowledj;e.  through  the  prosecution 
and  eiudurai,'ement  of  research.  In  several  important  directions  the 
I'nixersity  has  already  proved  its  value  as  an  investigational  institution. 

'The  l"niversity  was  estahlished  hy  an  .\ct  of  the  Provincial  Legisla- 
ture in  ii)oS.  This  .\ct  i-iov'  'is  that  the  institution  shall  n'lvc  instruction 
in  all  liranches  of  a  'ilu..  .-lucalion.  ami  ipKilify  students  f. ir  dcj^Mces 
in  Science,  (.'omnierce.  .\rts.  Literature.  Law.  .Medicine,  and  other 
hranchis  cif  knowK(IiL;e.  and  that  all  such  instruction  shall  he  of  a  type 
•  lesiyned  to  he  of  ^'reatest  service  to  the  residents  of  I'.ritish  C'olutuhia. 
I  oiurol  of  the  iTisiitutiou  is  vested  in  the  Chancellor,  ."senate,  and  I'.oard 
of  ( iovernors.  'Ihe  institution  is  non-sectarian,  and  women  sti  dents 
are  admitted  on  terms  of  eipiality  with  men.  it  is  the  sole  d  ■j,'ree- 
couferrintj;  hody   in   the    Province.

.\rts  HuihlinK.  which  also  accommodates  the  .\dn\inistrati(m 
( )t1ices.  the  t.ilirary.  and  the  keadiuK  Kooni.  .\t  its  left,  and 
connected  with  it  hy  a  corridor,  is  the  .\ssemhly  Hall,  in  which 
are  also  thrcv  lar^e  class-rooms,  men's  cloak-room,  and  some 
(■t'tices.  HetHcen  the  .\ssemhly  Hall  and  the  Commercial  liuild- 
tiiH  there  has  lieen  erected,  since  the  photograph  was  taken,  a 
cafeteri'i  for  soldier  students,  completely  lillinij;  the  vacant  space 
on  the  temporary  site.  I'arl  of  the  \  ancouver  (iencral  Hospital 
is  seen  at  the  rear  of  the  .\rts   UuildinK. 
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THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS  AND 
SCIENCE 


THE  aim  of  a  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  may  he  simply  and 
broadly  stated.  It  should  enable  young  men  and  women  to 
form  some  idea  of  the  wealth  and  extent  of  the  realm  of  ])ure 
knowledge,  and  give  them,  if  not  a  sense  of  mastery,  at  least  a  feeling 
of  at-homcness  in  some  small  i)art  of  that  wide  field.  In  the  cases  of 
abler  and  more  highly  endowed  students,  it  should  point  out  objectives 
in  the  unexplored  region  fronting  some  narrow  sector,  and  assist  and 
encourage  in  their  attainment.  .A  further  aim,  to  «|uote  the  Principal 
of  a  great  University,  is  to  enable  them  "  to  gain  the  precious  possession 
of  disciplined  faculties,  trained  intelligence,  strength  of  judgment,  refine- 
ment of  taste,  and  habits  of  application  and  self-command." 

The  course  through  which  this  aim  is  acc(>mplished  was  formerly 
narrow  and  stereotyped.  lUit  with  the  progress  of  knowledge  it  has 
been  greatly  extended,  and  while  fairly  well  standardized  is  now  scarcely 
restricted  in  its  options.  In  some  universities  it  leads  either  to  the 
degree  of  15. .\.  or  t(»  the  degree  of  ll.Sc.  in  .\rts.  according  as  Literature, 
riiilosophy.  or  History  on  the  one  hand,  or  Science  on  the  other,  occupies 
the  important  place.  In  the  l'niversit\  of  liritish  Columbia  it  leads  to 
the  single  degree  of  1)..\.  As  great  a  latitude  of  t  :e  is  given,  however, 
as  in  those  institutions  where  the  alternative  decree  is  pt)ssible. 

The  value  of  this  liberal  education  as  a  foundation  for  the  more 
specialized  studies  of  the  learned  professions  has  long  been  recognized 
on  the  other  side  of  the  .\tlantic.  Some  of  the  leading  universities  in 
.\nicrica  are  now  making  a  li.A.  degree  a  prere(|uisite  to  their  courses 
in  Law  and  Medicine.  The  desirability  of  a  broad  general  education, 
not  only  for  the  ])rofcssions.  but  for  all  who  aspire  to  leadership  in  any 
ini])ortant  field  of  endeavour,  is  every  year  becoming  more  and  more 
evident.  In  business,  commerce,  and  manufactures,  extensive  knowl- 
edge, broad  sympathies,  and  a  keen  sense  of  moral  and  ethical  values 
arc  fast  becoming  necessary  conditions  nf  success. 

The  I'"aculty  comprises  the  following  departments:  liacteriology. 
I'otany.  Zoology,  Chemistry.  Classics.  I''conomics,  I'"nglish,  (ieology. 
History,   Mathematics,   Modern    Languages.   Philosophy.   Physics.

The  War  has  interfered  with  the  development  of  these  departments, 
but  several  of  them  are  well  eiiiti|)ped,  and  all  arc  in  a  ])osition  to  do 
sonnd  and  effective  work. 

Honour  courses  will  shortly  be  arranged  in  all,  and  facilities  for 
original  research,  leading  to  the  degree  of  M.A.,  have  already  been 
established  in  some  of  the  departments. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  University  Library  will  be  of  material 
assistance  to  advanced  and  research  students.  It  now  consists  of  about 
27,000  bound  and  2,500  unbound  volumes,  and  some  thousands  of  pamph- 
lets. It  will  be  enlarged  as  means  permit,  and  made  the  important 
instrument  it  is  everywhere  recognized  to  be  in  University  education. 

I'esides  the  tH)urses  mentioned  above,  a  course  leading  to  the  double 
degree  of  15. .\.  and  15. Sc.  in  .\pplied  Science  in  six  years  is  being  drawn 
up.  This  should  a|>peal  especially  to  the  student  who  aims  at  a  profes- 
sion in  some  branch  of  engineering,  but  who  prefers  not  to  take  the  full 
.\rts  Course  in  preparation  for  it. 

Students  may  enter  the  Undergraduate  Course  by  passing  either  the 
Junior  or  Senior  Matriculation  I''xamination,  and  in  order  to  obtain  the 
degree  of  15. A.  are  re(|uired  to  attend  the  prescribed  course  of  lectures. 
in  the  one  case  for  four  years,  and  in  the  other  for  three. 

The  I'aculty  also  offers  what  are  known  as  Partial  Courses  to  those 
who  for  any  reason  cannot  take  a  course  leading  to  a  degree.  Students 
are  welcomed  to  such  Partial  Courses — the  only  condition  for  admission 
I)eing  that  they  satisfy  the  head  of  the  department  as  to  their  ability  to 
profit  by  the  course  which  they  propose  to  take. 

Fees  are  merely  nominal.  Information  as  to  these,  and  any  other 
matter  of  interest,  will  he  furnished  on  applicati<in  to  the  Registrar  of 
the   Universitv.

Tl  1 1'',  t'olk'j^f  of  .\])])lii(l  Scioiicf  (if  tlu-  I'nivcrsity  of  llrilisli 
(.'olnnibia  provides  training'  in  tlie  various  l)ranclics  of  l-'nj^i- 
nccrin^.  'i'lii'  work  of  the  first  two  years  will  in  >;eneral  admit 
a  student  to  tlie  third  year  in  any  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  diff'renl 
hranehts  of  l'"n>,nnei'rin},'  in  t'anadian.  and  many  American  universities. 
Owiny;  to  the  |)resent  diminislied  numl)er  of  students  in  this  Collejje  on 
account  of  the  War.  and  to  the  necessity  for  rcstrictinj,'  financial  expendi- 
tures, tlie  advanced  years  of  some  I'"ni,nneerin).j;  Courses  are  not  offered. 
When  conditions  jii^ain  hecomi  normal,  courses  in  these  and  in  other 
lines  of  luiiLjineeriii^'^  will  he  completed  as  the  demand  recpiires.  The 
character  of  the  v.ork  done  in  the  L'niversity  of  ilritish  L'olumbia  is 
equivalent  to  that  in  other  universities  of  recoj^nized  standinjj,  thou}.;!i 
sj)ecially  adapted  to  meet  llritish  Coltmihia  conditions.  There  will  proh- 
ahly  he  a  jjreat  demand  for  iCnjjineers  for  many  years  to  come,  and  a 
li.Sc.  defj;ree  from  this  L'niversity  will  he  a  certiliate  of  proficiency 
that  will  f^ive  its  holder  hifih  ])rofessional   standinj,^ 

.\t  the  present  time  com|)lete  I'"nj;ineerin),r  Courses  are  established 
in  Chemistry.  Chemical  I^nj,'ineerin}^.  and  Mining'.  In  Me'allurjiy  two 
years  of  the  course  is  already  offered,  the  third  year  will  he  established 
in  Kjiij-jo,  and  in  all  probabilitv  the  fourth  the  following;  year.  Two 
years  of  the  four-year  courses  in  Civil  I'.nf^inecrinf^  and  .'surveyinj:;. 
Mechanical  I'n^ineerini,',  an''  I'^lectrical  ['"nKinecrinjj  are  l)einj,'  j^iven. 
The  re(|uirements  for  .Matriculation  in  Applied  .Science  are  the  same 
as  for  .Senior  Matriculation  in  Arts.  Students  who  have  passed  the  first 
year  in  .\rts  are  admitted  In  the  first  year  in  .Applied  Science  without 
further  examination.  Details  of  Matriculation  may  be  obtained  from 
the  ret;nlar  L'ni\er>ii\   Calendar  or  from  the  Rej^islrar.

Till'"  (.'olli-j^'c  of  Aivricttltnrt  is  an  inti'^jral  part  of  the  L'nivcrsitv 
of  l!"-itisli  (."olumhia.     Its  i-lass-rooms  and  lahoratorics  are  located 
on  the  same  campus  as  those  of  the  other  faculties  of  the  Univer- 
sity.    Students  who  are  i)roceedin^'  to  the  dejjree  in  AKricnlture  take 
a   considerable   part   of   tlieir   work.   es,iecial'y   in    tile    tirst   and   second 
years,  with  sttidouts  in  the  {"acuity  of  Arts  and  Science. 
I'onr  distinct  lines  of  study  are  offered: — -

."students  enterinj;  upon  the  course  teadinjj;  to  the  de.i;ree  must  have 
.Matricidalion  standing  or  its  ecpiivalcnt.  'I'he  course  is  |>lanned  for 
students  who  wish  to  obtain  a  practical  and  scientific  knowledge  of 
agriculture,  either  as  an  aid  to  i  reater  success  in  farm  management  or 
as  a  I)asis  for  demonstration  :in(i  teaching  work. 

The  lirst  two  years  in  thi-  course  are  devoted  to  acip  .r'ug  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  basic  sciences  upon  which  agriculture  rests,  in  adding  t.i  the 
student's  knowledge  of  mathematics  and  languages,  and  in  laving  the 
foundation  for  more  advanced  studies  in  jiractical  agrici  Iture.  The 
tiiinl  and  fourth  years  are  dexoted  wholly  to  courses  in  Applied  .\gricul- 
ture  and  to  tlie  clo>el\   allied  sciences. 

The  Short  Courses  are  planned  lor  those  men  Tud  women  who  are 
unable  to  take  adsantage  of  the  longer  ci>urses.  hut  who  desirt  to  t  1 

their  knowledge  of  practical  agriculture.  Xo  h'ntrance  l'".\amii  n 
is  re(|uire(l.  nor  are  stu<lents  a^ked  10  »vrite  an  examination  at  the 
conclusion  of  any  co.urse.
